That I have been employed by ShinEtsu Chemical Co., Ltd. since April 
of 1968 and was engaged in the research and development of 
polyvinylchloride until 1989; 

That I have been engaged in marketing and sale of celluloses in 
Cellulose Department of said Company; 

That I have been appointed Head of said Cellulose Department in said 
Company since July of 2001; 

That pri or to Jul y 28, 199 8, ShinEtsu had not commercially supplied 
L-HPC having a h ydroxypropoxyl content in the range of 5*7%; 

T hat prior to July 28, 1998, ShinEtsu had supplied only L-HPC having 
the following ranges of hydroxypropoxyl content^ 

7.0 - 9.9% as LH-22 or LH-32 

10.0 - 12.9% as LH-21 or LH-31 and 

13.0 - 16.0% as LH-20 or LH-30;
